Bv an overwhelming vote, the Gettysburg Chamber of 
Commerce went on record ajaraingt centralization of battle­ 
field guides at a heated meeting in which speakers were frank 
in their statements and personalities came to the surface fre­ 
quently at the Hotel Gettysburg annex, Monday evening. 
The record vote by which those in attendance signified 
their decision and signed their names to the ballots showed 
GO votes in opposition to centralization, one in favor and three 
not voting. 
Sentiment Opposed 
Ottavia Conti, proprietor of a gasoline filling station along 
the Harrisburg mid, north of the borough limits, led the 
fight for centralization of the guides, but it was apparent 
from the start that ho was playing a lone hand and that the 
sentiment of the meeting was overwhelmingly against him. 
But the former New Yorker fought 
to the last ditch, scored a point in 
dem anding a record vote and went 
down to defeat with colors flying 
and still assailing the guides. From 
the outset, he charged th a t the 
guides, who were in a substantial 
m ajority a t the meeting, “packed’’ 
the session to "railroad’’ the resolu­ 
tion. 
Reads Resolution 
Dr. Henry W. A. Hanson, presi­ 
dent of the Chamber, launched the 
discussion 
after 
the 
resolutions 
pledging the organization’s support 
to de-centralization and a resolution 
adopted two weeks ago by the guides 
were read by William G. Weaver, 
acting secretary for the meeting. 
The guides’ resolutions set forth 
practices of certain of their m em ­ 
bers which were casting reflection 
on the others and th at the guides* 
association was making every effort 
possible to curb the practices and 
punish the offenders.

heavy 
withdrawals being made by depos­ 
itors, and 
unwilling to place 
the 
bank in a position where other de­ 
positors might possibly lose, de­ 
cided at a special meeting, Monday 
evening, to place the bank’s affairs 
in the hands of the state banking 
commissioner. 
Director* A pplied To State 
The spokesman for the bank to­ 
day 
issued 
the 
following 
stale- 
ment: 
“Since the closing of the Central 
Trust company of Maryland, heavy 
withdrawals of savings accounts and 
deposits have been made, probably 
inspired by the fear th at the Lit­ 
tlestown Savings institution was in 
a weakened condition. 
"The directors, feeling th at furth­ 
er withdrawals might seriously de­ 
plete the bank’s cash and greatly 
weaken the financial structure, de­ 
cided to place the institution’s af­ 
fairs in the hands of the state bank­ 
ing 
commissioner 
before it was 
necessary to liquidate investments 
at the present market.” 
According to the last published 
financial statement of the savings 
institution, the bank, had $1,278,851 
in deposits. 
A. C. Garland, treasurer of the 
closed bank, gave out the follow­ 
ing statement today, at the bank: 
"The bank is in the hands of the 
state department of banking. 
Any 
statement must come from them.” 
No effect of the closing of the 
savings institution was felt by any 
other Adams county banks. How­ 
ever, to prepare for any emergency 
that might arise, the Littlestown 
National bank ordered $500,000 in 
gold, silver and currency from the 
Federal Reserve bank at Philadel­ 
phia for delivery at once.

It required two minutes 
in the house of lords to give the bill 
three readings and pass it and im­ 
mediately after this members of the 
commons w-ere summoned to the 
house of lords to hear the bill re­ 
ceive royal assent.

Tokyo, Sept. 22 
(AP) — Fresh 
fighting broke out Monday night 
at Peitaying, northern suburbs of 
Mukden. Chinese forces were said 
to be attacking the town, which was 
the first point captured by the 
Japanese Saturday morning. 
As the meeting of the cabinet 
broke up here Monday night with 
important 
questions of Japanese 
policy in Manchuria still undecided, 
formal announcement was made of 
the 
dispatch 
of 
more 
Japanese 
troops from Korea into Manchuria. 
The minister of war proposed to 
the cabinet the sending of addition­ 
al men into southern Manchuria 
but he was opposed by the foreign 
minister. After five hours of de­ 
bate the extraordinary session was 
adjourned until today. 
Report Made To Emperor 
The announcement 
more troops 
had crossed the Korean border was 
made by General Hanzo Kanaya 
chief of the army central staff. He 
said 
a mixed 
brigade, previously 
concentrated at Shingishu, 
border 
town, had been moved on the or­ 
ders of the commander-in-chief of 
the Korean garrison, who had taken 
the initiative without consuling To­ 
kyo. 
Later General 
Kanaya 
made a 
similar report to the emperor on 
the steps taken by the commander- 
in-chief 
in 
Korea. 
A 
formal 
statement from 
Minister of 
War 
Minami said General Kanaya acted 
entirely within his powers to cope 
with the emergency. 
Minister Minami had told the 
cabinet he considered

troops were necessary in Manchu­

brought about by the armed clash 
of last Friday when Chinese at Muk­ 
den, 
Mancurian 
captial. allegedly 
attem pted to destroy a Japanese- 
owned railway bridge.

The Chinese-Japanese situation in 
M anchuria is viewed by the state 
departm ent as having increased in 
seriousness over the week-end. O f­ 
ficial advices of the seizure of wide­ 
spread strategic points by Japanese 
soldiers have aroused concern. 
The department, while watching 
every move, is loath to act. It feels, 
however, that not only the Kellogg - 
Briand pact to renounce war, but 
also the nine-power treaty of 1922 
regarding 
principles and 
politics 
concerning China bear on the situa­ 
tion. 
Japan and China and the United 
States were among the signatories. 
The contracting powers agreed “to 
respect the sovereignty, the inde­ 
pendence and the territorial and 
administrative integrity of China" 
and “to provide the fullest and most 
unembarrassed opportunity to China 
to develop and maintain for herself 
an effective and stable government.”

PREVENTING INDIGESTION 
W tth^ m e persons Indigestion is 
a habiLtofc perhaps more correctly 
stated, Ii due to a lack of habit. 
Two large factors involved in eat­ 
ing are, foods and feeding habits. 
Foods njwty be easily manipulated. 
It is more difficult to establish prop­ 
er feeding habits. 
Dr. Erie Pritchard, of the Infants’ 
hospital;; In London, has pointedly 
observed that the most satisfactory 
means of preventing digestive trou­ 
bles In later life is to insure devel­ 
opment-of a robust and well dis­ 
ciplined alimentary system during 
the first and S4*xmd years of life. 
Breast 
feeding, 
Dr. 
Pritchard 
points out, in*ures the normal de­ 
velopment of the digestive tract dur­ 
ing the first nine months of life, 
and artificial feeding, if unavoid­ 
able, should aim to approximate as 
closely as possible th* standards of 
breast milk. 
In the ordinary course of events, 
the child must proceed from liquid 
food, milk, to semi-solid and solid 
foods, most of which will tax the 
digestive system more than milk 
does. 
The value of weaning children 
gradually has been demonstrated. 
Physicians now begin to introduce 
into the dietary of the very young 
child, new articles of food, so that 
the change from milk to other foods 
and from liquid to semi-solid and 
solid foods will not be sudden but 
gradual. 
The child thus is enabled to ad­ 
just itself to the new foods physio­ 
logically. 
Since children differ so much 
there are few, if any standard diets 
fitting the needs of all. Every grow­ 
ing child should receive individual 
medical supervision, including an in- 
dvidual diet. 
The foregoing rulFs of conduct, 
however, are valid for all children 
and will go a long way in establish­ 
ing proper digestive troubles later 
on.

Even his colleagues in the house 
and senate have shown a disposi­ 
tion of fondness for their pay. Some 
six years ago when their salaries 
were raised from $7,500 to $10,000 
a year, there were bitter moments 
in both houses before the increase 
went through. 
Charges of “holier than thou” 
were hurled at those who pppoaed 
the raise

Washington.—At that rendezvous 
of Uncle Sam's retired and active 
fighting men in the capital—the 
Army and Navy club on Farragut 
Square—two famous brothers often 
may be seen whiling away an hour 
They are the “Cheatham boys" 
from Tennessee—one a retired m a­ 
jor general of the army, the other 
a rear admiral still active in the 
navy. 
Until the recent retirement of 
brother Frank, these two brothers 
virtually controlled the money that 
the government annually spends on 
Its two great arms of defense. 
Brother Joseph still controls the 
purse strings of the navy as chief 
of the navy bureau of supplies and 
accounts. 
Brother Frank, until recently, was 
quartermaster general of the army. 
Now he is aiding in the work of 
Bending mothers who lost their sons 
in the World War on pilgrimages to 
the cemeteries of Europe where they 
lie burled. 
A Martial Heritage 
Frank is five years older than 
his brother, Joe. 
From the very 
beginning their lives were destined 
for the service. 
Their father was 
a gallant soldier of the confederacy, 
and from him they inherited their 
martial spirit. 
As a boy of 12 Frank Cheatham 
was captain and drill master of a 
neighborhood group of boys in Ten­ 
nessee. Joe was his lieutenant and 
second in command. 
In those days both dreamed of 
a military career. Then the father 
died. 
Frank was confronted with 
the necessity of 
supporting 
his 
brothers and sisters, and a West 
Point appointment within his grasp 
had to be postponed. 
Joe, however, was more fortunate. 
He entered the pay corps of the navy 
and stuck with it until today he is 
paymaster general. 
Frank had to wait until the war 
with Spain to get his chance. 
He 
went out as a major with the First 
ennessee volunteers to see active 
«ervic# in the Philippines. 
There 
he arqse to the rank of colonel. 
Fighting Quartermaster 
Aftdr this war he, too, drifted 
Into the business end of the army, 
obtaining a commission as captain 
of the regulars in the quartermaster 
corps. 
Before he reached the age of re­ 
tirement he had reached the post 
of quartermaster general. 
But the “General" is a fighting 
man primarily. 
When the Work 
War came he went over as quarter­ 
master of the First Division. Ther 
he became corps quartermaster and 
later inspector general of all quar­ 
termaster activities. 
Before the war was over he wa.' 
drawn into combat to command the 
104th . infantry in the Meuae-Ar-

Hair’s Breadth Has New Meaning 
To Workers In Mohair Factory 


Sanford, 
Me. 
(AP) — A 
hair's 
breadth has a meaning afi its own 
to 35 men who work for a m ohair 
textile weaving firm here. 
The men, wnown as sorters, feel 
locks of goat's hair and tell with 
their fingertips w hether the indi­ 
vidual hairs are .0030 or .00607 of 
an inch in diam eter. 
They 
also distinguish by touch 
as many as 13 other diam eters be­ 
tween those two. 
The job is their lifetime profes­ 
sion. 
T hcir’s is known as a “m i­ 
crom eter touch” because their de­ 
cisions as to the diam eter of hairs 
are calibrated regularly with m e­ 
chanical m icrom eters by the bureau 
of standards and m ust be correct. 
The men sit at long tables d i­ 
vided into stalls. 
Each daily sorts 
about 300 pounds of Angora goat 
hair, a lock at a tim e, into various 
m atchings according 
to diam eter 
length and color shade for use in 
weaving fine 
m ohair velvets and 
other fabrics. 
T he eyes of the sorters m ust also 
possess a 
microscopic 
quality 
as 


many of the shades of raw hair 
that m ust be segregated are not ap- ; 
parent to the 
untrained layman, i 
says John W right, head sorter. 
He j 
has been in the business nearly 50 | 
years. 
"Here in the sorting room hum an ' 
senses of touch and sight m ust be J 
developed to a m axim um ,” W right 
says.
